WAflHnfOTON, March 9.— The Behrlng 

rea arbitration treaty wiifi pont to the 
wnat* Vfsterday by the prrrtideut, and at 
half past 8 o'clock the senate went into 
executive seBsioa to consider it on mo- 
tion of Mr. Sherinsn, chairman of the 
committee on foreign reUtiona. The 
message of the president and the fall 
text of the treaty wore read. Tliere was 
notliing of an important nature in the 
presidvnt H message, it being simply a 
letter of transmittal, and containing no 
rt'coijimendHtion.s or suggestions. 

After a short, concise- expliination of 
what the treaty proposed an appeal to 
the senate concerning the urgent neces- 
sity for HjK'edy action should be made 
on l>ehalf of the administration by a 
proi^iinent senator, an animated and in- 
teresting discussion, free from acri- 
mony, however, followed on the subject 
matttir of the document, and some of 
the remarks that were made showed a 
disposition on the part of some senators, 
particularly among tliose from the Pa- 
cific coast to wage earnest oppositions to 
its approvement, if not to in conaldewt- 
tion. 

Several senators were nnooaipromis- 
ing in their attitnde. They held that it 
was no miestion as to the right of the 
United states to the waters acquired 
from Bossia by the Ala.sl;a treaty of 
1867, and contended that the snbrnission 
of this right io the decision of foreign 
arbitrators was a cowardly snrreuder 
on the part of this country. 

Ratincation under these circtunstanccs 
they resented bitterly. Another argti- 
ment urged against ratification of the 
treaty was tliat one of tho arbitrators — 
Italy— had not tho friendly feeling to- 
wards the United States on aooonnt of 
the New Orleans affair. 

Much feeling, almoet general in its 
character, was manifested over the 
omission from the treaty of a clause re- 
newing the modus Vivendi, and some 
senators urged that refusal to do this 
during the pendency of the arbitration 

Sroceedings jnstified the United States 
irecting its armed vessels to seize any 
sealers, without regard to nationalitv, 
fonnd violating the present law for the 
protection of seals. 

The discnssion lasted more than an 
hour and ended with the reference of 
the treaty to the committee on foreign 
relations. Bnt yesterday's discnssion is 
only the beginnmg of opposition which 
will probably arise when the treaty is 
Urooght before the senate for ooosidera-

CABINE T M EETING.

The estate owners, to whom 
the Russian iieasants formerly belonged, 
still take a sort of patriarchal interest in 
them and help them in their distress. 
But the German colonists have no one 
to whom thev can look except a few 
wealthy employers of labor. "The (Zio- 
nists have a feeling that tliey are being 
left alone to die. No hand is stretched 
out to save them. Even the government 
aid, scanty eiion,!,'h in all cor.srience, has 
been meted out more gnulgiiigiy and in 
smaller (juantities to them tlian to oth- 
ers. The Red Cross socii^ty has ji.nssed 
them by altogether. This is how it 
comes alMiut that while the inhabiumts 
of the Russian villages in SaratOff are 
fed, the Germans are starving. 

EDWARDS PIERREPONT. 
Ha la iMgM iU-6tetm of Mebto Do- 

LoiTDON, March 9.— Hie news of the 

death of lion. Edwards Pierrejiont, 
formerly minister to England, has 
caused sincere grief here in the social 
and ofbi ial circles in which he mingled. 
Although his claim to descent from the 
Duke of Kingston caused him mud 
ridicule and loss of jKilitical prestige in 
America, nobody here doubts that the 
claim IS genuine, and that the reports of 
tho extinct dukedom of Kingston are to 
be found in the United States. 

The name of Pierrepont went with this 
dukedom, and is now held by the Man- 
vers family, through the female line. 
Bir. Pierrepont was highly esteemed in 
London society, apart from his possss 
sion of a name that goes back to the 
dajt of William the Conquerer, 

The Ilerllu Klots. 

Berlin, JSIarch 9.— The reports of the 
city hospital for last week show that 
sixty men were seriously injured during 
the riots of last week. Six of the in- 
jured rioters hade died already, fonr 
from fracture of the skull inflicted by 
broadside blows from policemen's 
swords, and two from complete exhaus- 
tion caosed by loss of blood from 
swords' cuts in the necJc and arms. 

The publication of these reports yes- 
terday caused much bitter comment by 
the Berlin press for reckleasneas of the 
police. A girl of sixteen vears, who was 
passing along the sidewalk before the 
university when the riot before the pal- 
ace was in progress, was run down by a 

Slatoon of police with their swords 
rawn and had one cheek and her nose 
cut oompletelv off. She is still alive at 
the duiity noqpital, bat cannot re- 
cover.

such severe injuries from the swords of 
policemen recklessly deaxing the way 
that one wiU die and tha rast ait in a 
ciitical condition.

London, March 9.— Sir Bdward Hud- 
son Kinahan, the well known manufac- 
turer of Irish whisky, is dead. He was 
descended from an old Cork family, that 
was stannchly attached to the bouse of 
Stuart, and suffered persecution and 
confiscation for that reason. His father. 
Rev. H. Kinahan, grew rich in the 
whisky btuiness and was high sheriff 
and lord mayor of Dablin, and justice of 
the peace. Sir Edward was also high 
sheriff of Dublin, and was created a 
baronet in 1887. H* was verv wealthy 
and had two ooantr seats, besiaes a town 
residence. In oolities he vras a Conserva- 
tive. He died at ]faraboro,ia1)iieeni 
county.
